The returns of tbe late election sbo 


that twenty-seven of the aiity-sfive 
counties in Pennsylvania gave decide 
majorities against tbe Quay Candida 
for the State TrtasuiersMp. 
These 


counties ure entitled to 63 members 
the House in Ihe General A3sembly, an 
there is small prospect of electing a 
adherent of tbe Machine in any of the 
next year, sa>s the Phila 
Hecorc 


Besides these counties there are Clua 
field, which gave a plurality of 16 vote 
tor Barcett; Lackawanna, which gav 
him A plurality oi 3-12 oat of its ling 
vote; Perry, with a plurality for him o 
147 votes, and Wyoming, with apluralit 
lor him of 1 These counties are a 
fighting giouncls, and should they b 
curried against the Machine they woul 
increase the Anti-Machine strength 
the House to 69 meuibeis. 


This would still be a long way from 


majority of the 204 members; but m th 
present House are 30 Democrats an 
Independent Republicans from countief 
exclusive of Philadelphia and Allegheny 
which this year gave pluralities for th 
Machine. 
The same alliance and th 


aame efforts would elect these member 
over their Auti-Mdcbme successors 
1000 
Thia would bring the opposition 


membership of the House to 99, and 
Anti-Machine members from Philadel 
phia and Allegheny would turn tbe scale 
und make the majority against Mr. Quay 
larger than in tbe present House—large 
enough, in fact, to overcome any prob- 
able vote for him m the State Senate. 


Whilst the conditions are much more 


favorable for tbe election o£ an Anti 
Quay majority to the Legislature in 1900 
than they were '.n 1898, the result canno 
be accomplished without 
strenuous 


effort. Great reliance is placed by the 
Machine in tbe advantage which it wil 
draw from a Presidential election, in 
which party passion is aroused to the 
highest pitch and voters do not take the 
trouble to split their tickets. But, hap 
ally for the cause of G}od Government 
we aie learning in Pennsylvania to 
differentiate State from Federal issues 
It is admittedly difficult to sift the wheat 
from the chaff when the elector under- 
takes to mark bis ballot so as to make ar 
independent choice ; but, it is not impos 
sible. At the late election the defection 
of 50,000 in the vote cast for Barnett for 
the State Treasurership shows greai 
progress toward better political results. 


JPCBUC AFFAIRS. 


Recent experiences in two counties— 


Bradford and Chester—serve as a lesson 
10 other Pennsylvania shirea, says the 
Phila. Prea. Illustration was given to 
he importance of citizens exercising 
more supervision over ofBoial manage- 
ment of affairs tban is the general 
custom. 


Some week ago the taxpayers of Brad- 


ford county appealed to the 
courts 


against extravagance tbat had existed in 
the 
Commissioner's 
office. 
These 


)01ciala had assumed the authority to 
expend more money on a new court 
uuildiug than they had warrant for 
doing, besides paying out, what were al 
eged to ba exorbitant sums in othei 
directions. The evidence waa submit tea 
>etore Judge Archbald, of l*ackawanna 
county, aud that juust gave judgment 
'or a sur-chargeot some 330,000. It was 
lot presumed that the Commissioners 
iad in any way been dishonest—only 
,hat they did not use good judgtnentand 
had exceeded their prerogative as public 
servants. A3 a sequence to the matter, 
the Biadiord Bepubtican uow states 
tbat it is understood the ex Commis- 
sioners aud their bondsmen will pay into 
the county tieasury $10,000 to $15,000 as 
a compromise. 


Cheater county is indebted to a grand 


jury and board of auditors—men of »n- 
usual penetrative qualities—for the dis- 
coveiy that extortionate fees were being 
exacted by public officials in that baili- 
wick. In these developments, too, it 
was not alleged that the several officers 
accused were willfully wrongdoers, but 
that they had been following commou 
usage in laking fees that were singularly 
more than the law allowed. In the ex- 
amination of Clerk of tbe Courts Patrick, 
for instance, he admitted that the bill 
presented to Chester county for the pay- 
ment of oaths administered to 7000 jury- 
men was too large by 2000, and other 
damaging admissions were elicited. 


AT a recent chnrch dedication the in- 


vited preacher followed his sermon by 
taking subscriptions for the balance 
needed to pay'ft,r the building. As the 
subscription proceeded oue of the collec- 
tors annonnced :

ENGLAND'S STAGGERING DISASTERS. 


The Nation is Resolved to Send Every Man 


and Spend Last Penny Rather 


Than be Beaten. 


The Pftila. Record's London correspon- 


dent cables under date of the 16th : 


General Sir Redvers Bnller has reported 


to the War office that he lost 1097 men in 
the battle of Tiigela River. Of these 82 
were killed, 667 were wounded, and 348 
are missing. 


This brings the total British IOSSPS dur- 


ing the war up to 6000 men, as officially 
reported, and, to cap the climax of a week

ized, including much-needed cavalry and 
artillery, shall be landed iu Africa. 


Butler's loss of eleven guns, more than 


thrice as many as Welliogtou lost in six 
vear'a hard lighting against Napoleon's 
greatest matsha's, has stunned tbe English 
people, bat has strengthened the resolve 
to titamp out the Boer armies. 


The predominant feeling is that the 


British Empire depends upon the outcome 
of this war, and the peop'e are witling 
that the last able-bodied man be sent to 
Ihe front, and that the last shilling shall 
be epetit, if necessary, to carry the Union 
Jack to 1'rctoria.

WASHINGTON REMEMBERED.

Last Thursday was the 100th anniver- 


sary of the death of George Washington, 
his death having occurred at Mount Ver- 
non, December 14,1799. The anniversary 
was observed throughout the country in a 
more or leas pronounced way. 


The most notable celebration, however, 


took place at Mount Vernon, where Ma- 
sonic bodies and Bed Men of the United 
States gathered. Tbe movement for the 
day's observance originated in 1S93 with 
tbe Grand Lodge of Masons of tbe State of 
Colorado, the proposition being made by 
Most Worshipful William D.

Thousands were 
in attendance from all parts of the country 
and almost every jurisdiction in the United 
States and a few from foreign countries 
were represented by some of their grand 
officers and members.

TUHSDAY MOHNINO.—"Trusts, How They 


Effect the Farmer" waa discussed by W. 
H. Stout and Theo. McAllister.

trusts. 


"Tuberculosis in Animals" proved to be 


quite an interesting subject. Dr. M, Mo- 
riarty, after explaining the two laws in re- 
gard to this disease, gave some very valu- 
able information as to the course to be 
pursued to have cattle tested, also as to 
the manner of testing and results. He 
answered the many questions asked about 
the disease. 


Dr. Hudson said he had not discovered 


any tuberculosis in his practice in Adams 
county. 


Gabriel Heister thought all cattle should 


be tested. 


Dr. Fries, of State College, corroborated 


what Dr. Moriarty said aa to the reliabil- 
ity of the teat. 


Dr. Moriarty explained the symptoms 


and nature of the disease commonly called 
milk [ever. 
He said that Danish scientists 


have lately discovered a remedy by which 
at least seventy-five per cent, of the cases 
may be saved. 
He believes the new dis- 


covery to be very superior to any other 
rdmedy known. The treatment ia very 
siuiple aud can be used successfully after 
the cow has gone down. 
To prevent the 


disease cows should have food of a laxative 
nature before parturition, must not be fed 
strongly, and if udder becomes hard and 
feverish should be milked. 


"The 
Farmer Himself Hia Greatest 


Enemy" waa the basis of a paper read by 
W. H. Stout. 


Wm. Heyser, by request, gave his 


method of raising cunteloupes. He uses 
commercial fertilizers at the rate of 800 
to 1,000 Ibe. per acre ; rows six feet apart; 
drills seed in thick; if the bugs do not de- 
stroy enough he thins to one stock every 
fourteen inches; practices level cultiva- 
tion ; deep at first; shallow afterward.

If 
manure is left in stables more than one 
day scattering from 1 to 2 Ibs. of South 
Carolina Rock every day to each animal 
would well repay. 
If manure is kept on 


yard it should be put on as small space as 
possible and kept level. Remove horse 
manure from stable first and cover with 
cow manure. 
The worst thing to do with 


manure is to let it lay in field on small 
heaps.

That farmers pay an unjust share of taxea ; 
that they suffer at the hands ol the trusts ; 
that they do not receive equal considera- 
tion with other industries in legislative 
halls ; that farinera should get together, 
organize, discuss township and county 
taxes, see that their money is honestly 
spent, study politics and demand their just 
rights was the trend of the diecuarfion. 


At the evening aeesion two papers were 


read, one by K. Wm. Bream, title, "Some 
Things Which the Twentieth Century 
Will Bring to the Farmer of the United 
States," the other, "Farm Life From a 
Practical View," by W. 11. Stout. 


Gabriel Heister explained to the aud- 


ience the valne of the clover plant. It ia 
valuable in many ways. Clover hay is a 
balanced ration,good for all kinds of atock ; 
haa a fertilizing value of $7.50 per ton, 
By feeding to cowa very little fertilizer is 
removed from the farm ; whilat we have 
to supply nitrogen to other crops, clover 
catches enough from the air for ita own use 
and stores aome iu the ground'for future 
crops ; very young plants have a surpris- 
ing amount of nitrogen in them. 
The 


ronta are more valuable than the tops as a 
fertilizer. 
In aome parts of the btate farm- 


ers sow clover seed in their corn fields 
before last shallow cultivation. 
Clover 


aeed is the cheapest fertilizer we can buy. 


Theo. McAllieter and A. I. Weidner alao 


teatified to the value of clover. 


The following reeolutiona were adopted : 
Jiesoh'td, That we recommend the in- 


troduction ol daily mail delivery through 
the rural districts o! Adams county ; also, 
that, we recommend nature studies to be 
taught orally, as found practicable, in our 
country schools.

Rye, a useful plant when grown by

:i dozen plants for every square foot of the 
( ntire atirfac» of the earth land and water 
included 
But aunpose we take the aver 


age annual mcrta«e ol each plant at only 
100, which is far below the average 
multiplication of most weed plants 
At a 


hundred a jear, a single weed would in 
the seuth -vear produce 1 000 000 000,000, 
000,000 plants 
Ibis is equivalent to 111 


plants for every square inch of the entire 
biirface of the earth, or 444 plants to every 
HI lare inch of laud, if we take the usual 
estimate that three fourths of the earth 
surface 19 covered with water 
If we wil] 


jpply these figures to our own farms or 
gardens and estimate the brief length oj 
time it would take a single weed seed to 
produce, in the natural course of increase, 
uoxious plants sufficient to carpet the 
whole turface we may then appreciate 
the importance of preventing if possible 


e" a single noxious plant from perfect 


ing its seed

destructive agent that wil1 kill them will

eertam plants m an unnatural condition— 
a condition vhich alone ma^es them val 
liable to us. 
We know how perfectly 


worthless the common carrot, parsnip and 
turnip becoae if allowed to grow wild, 
and doubtless without careful cultivation 
aud management a majorit} of our culti 
vated plants would become equallj \alua 
ble \ e^ven space of soil can sustain only 
a hm ted number of plants 
Those of a 


naturall} strong growth, or those which 
hud the locahlj favorable to them live 
and flourish while the weaker ones, or 
those less suited »o the locality are killed 
out b} the greater vigtir of the other* 
1 hie is the natural state of things 
Culti 


nation gives a plant the best possible 
chance to develop itself and toaccomplish 
this we not onlv supply an abundance of 
the kind of food best suited to its growth, 
but also remove all other plants which 
would interfere with it, and thus bj giving 
it full possession of the soil relieve it of the 
necessity of struggling for existence with 
its competitors

the undesirable plants will either obstruct 
the growth of the cultivated plants or kill 
them altogether. In cultivation we must 
not onlv give our plants tbe beet possible 
opportunities f.e to food, but miiEt aleo see 
to it that they have lull possession of the 
soil prepared lor them 


*VYe must bear in mind that nature 


makes abundant provision both for the re- 
production and the preservation of every 
plant, no matter how insignificant or ob- 
jectionable it may be, and we cannot work 
intelligently and 
successfully 
for the 


growth or the destruction of any unless 
we understand its physiological character- 
istics and treat it accordingly 
Take any 


field which we wish to cultivate, and plow 
it up , if left unfilled for a while'it will be 
found that seeds enough are there already 
in the soil to completely cover it with vege 
tation 
If we manure it a host of seeds 


will be introduced bv that means 
Not 


only this 
Numbers of plants have their 


seeds furnished with down, and every 
breeze will bring thousands of them from 
the fields of Home careless neighbor , cat 
tie and sheep will bring them in their 
hair and wool , workmen will bring them 
attached to their clothing, as 13 tbe case 
with nettles and burdocks , the beasts ol 
the field and the birds of tbe air will de 
posit them with their excrement 
tuanv 


are wafled a long distance m winter by 
the high winds over the frozen enow, 
while many are known to have been intro 
duced with graes seeds b ought from otcer 
localities 
If land is located that it is 


overflowed during the time of freshets or

The Canada thistle is described by Gray 


m his School and Field Book of Botany as 
"a vile pest m fields and meadows brought 
from Europe, spreading by deep running 
roots as well aa by seed having numerous 
short peduncled heads only one inch long, 
with rose-purpled flowers leavea moder 
ately pmnatifled, weak prickly, 
peren 


nial 
M There are many varieties of this 


ties , some are annuals some biennials, 
and others perennials 
Ihe first two 


kinds ma> easily be erad cated by cutting 
them down with the hoe or mowing be 
fore the seed ripens 
They do but little 


injury to the land and are regarded by 
some as evidence of a good soil 


But those that are perennial are \eiy 


difficult to manage, and cannot be destroy 
ed except by the total eradication of the 
root with all its fibres About seventy five 
years ago large quantities of timothy seed 
were introduced from the northern part 
of the State of New 1 ork into the counties 
m the neighborhood of Philadelphia and 
sold among tbe faimers of that part of 
Pennsylvania , with it was brought the 
Canada thistle , whence it extended itseif 
into the counties of Chester and Lancaster 
and finally finding its way into York and 
Adams counties 
Dr \V Darlington, ol 


Weat Chester in 1816, pronounced it 'the 
vilest and most dangerous nest that had 
up to that time invaded tbe farrca of our 
country, in the form of a weed ' 


Ibis weed strikes its main or tap root 


into the gronnd often to the depth of two 
or three feet, throwing oat lateral branches 
or smaller roots in every direction, from 
Vthicb spring joints and rootlets of a fi-

A similar state of affairs exists in Minne 


sota and other great grain growing States 
of the West and North west

article in McClure s Mujazme 'or Decem 
her, Ib99, it appears that owing to the bad 
quality of much of the wheat raised in 
Minnesota it has been found necessary to 
have a State Board of Inspectors to exam 
me the wheat shipped to the elevators in 
that gram center, and to classify, placing 
the brand of quality upon it 
Owing to 


the great diversity in the quality of it, ow 
ing to the presence of great quantities of 
filth in it, no less than 18 g»ades or classes 
have been made this >ear

tion of affairs ' The fertile lands of the

Perhaps the most common and at the 


same time the most dangerous of the many 
need pests of Ad ims county at this time is 
Charlock or Wild Mustard, which is dis- 
tinguished by turgid and knotty poda with 
many angles terminating in a heap 
It is 


a herbaceous annual with a watery juice, 
of a mildly pungent taste and at once reo 
ognuable by its yellow flower It is 
classed as an annual, but it is to all intents 
and purposes a perennial and a most per- 
sistent growing one at that 
Like the 


horse radish and rhubarb its stalks perish 
at the approach of winter, but the great 
mass of deep set fibrous roots which most 
of the specimens have remain 
intact 


throughout the severest winters 


The exceptionally bard freezing of last 


winter, which proved so destructive to 
many other plants, had but little effect up- 
on this hardy pest 
Here and there, it is 


true, a plant was found that had been lifted 
up a little by the alternate freezing and 
thawing of the ground, but when the warm 
rains and balmy breezes of spring came it 
recuperated very quickly
